Undercover Belle Glade drug 


sting nabs numerous suspects

An undercover police officer" 


busted numerous drug dealers in 
Belle Glade in one week. His 
disguise was simple. A hat, 
sunglasses and a three-week 
growth of beard. He drove an 
innocent-looking family station 
wagon. 

Det James Benedict and 
members of the Belle Glade Police 
Department conduced an under- 


cover drug sting targeting street 
level drug sales last week. 

Det. Benedict said -he easily 
made drug purchases from people 
he had arrested many times before 
fer drug dealing. Unbeknownst to 
the dealers, Det. Benedict's car was 
wired with a high tech array of 
electronic surveillance equipment, 
including’ miniature cameras, 
microphones and a long-range 
wireless audio transmitter and 
tracking system. 


* A team of detectives trailed Det. 
Benedict as back up , which was a 
good thing. 

One suspect, 16-year-old Ramad 
Terry of Belle Glade, robbed Det. 
Benedict. 

Another suspect, 19-year-old 
Mark Anthony Walden of Belle 
Glade, sold Det. Benedict crack 
cocaine three times in one day.

Lawbreakers beware - surveillance video cameras 
are now used in most Belle Glade police vehicles

Ask any cop and they'll tell 
you there is no such thing as a 
routine traffic stóp. 

Even during the most 
mundane pull over, officers 


must be alert and vigilant. 
Now, Belle .Glade Poliee 
officers have one more tool to 
help them with their job. 
Surveillance video cameras, 
called “On Patrol Video" have 
been installed in 12 police-cars,

of the business. The video 
camera caught one of the 
robbers fleeing the building, 
even though the man said he 
was ‘just walking by’. The tape 
will be admissible in a court of 
law and will be used at the 
trial. 

Recently, Sgt. Darren Reed' 
said he responded "te a home 
invasion. call and caught the 
bad guys on camera as they fled 
the scene. 

The video cameras wére 
purchased with a U.S. 
Department of Justice block 
grant. Each camera cost $3,800 
and are mounted just below the 
rear view mirror. Officers wear 
a microphone clipped to their 
uniform and anytime they 
make a stop, they activate the 
system.The tapes are eight 
hours long and arë kept for 30 
days. If they have æ tape of a 
citizen complaining, they hold 
the tapes for one year. 

To prevent tampering, ^ 
Crist said the video tape and 
VCR equipment. is kept in a 
locked box in the truck of each 
car. “Only Lt. Sweet and I have 
keys to that box," said. Lt. Crist. 

The cameras also protect the 


officers in cases of citizen 


complaints. 
"We had a citizen complain 


“that two of our officers had 


hassled .their^ son at ‘his 


residence. When, in fact, the 
tape showed they were very 
professional and courteous: It 
negated the allegations." said 
Lt Crist. , : 

Police Chief Michael Miller 
also praises'the video carheras 
and says they are a good 
reminder to. his officers »to be 
courteous when: dealing with 
the public - 

“If the officef is involved in 
any inappropriate conduct, it 
would be captured on ‘video 
tape, which would be very 
detrimental to -him and 
beneficial to the citizen.” notes 
Lt. Crist. 

In another incident, Lt. Crist 
says. a prisoner who was being 
transported to the county jail 
threatened the officer and 
made ‘reference to hurting his 
family. “We were able to charge 
him with corruption by threat 
of a public official,” he said. 

“We have also used it in a

"Some citizens seem to think 
we can't do this. But there is no 
expectation of privacy: when 


“you're talking to an officér," 


said Lt. Crist.

The other day I did some- 
fhing that, for me, is a bit 
unusual. I stretched out in the 
backyárd and watched the 
clouds go by. 

Normally, when I look at the 
clouds I'm doing it as part of 
my job; searching the.sky for 
clués as I attempt to solve the 
mystery of tomorrow's weather 
forecast. 

But not this time. This time I 
just wanted to look at the 
clouds. I spent about 20 min- 
utes observing the clouds and 
identifying them. 

There were many cumulus 
clouds, the ones that look like 
puffs of cotton.We see them a 
lot around bere There “was 
some cirrus clouds, too.These 
are composed of ice crystals 
and often look like strands of 
hair. 

There are four basic types of 
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. The story of the man who 
named clouds 


clouds: high clouds, middle 
clouds, low clouds and vertical 
clouds.Within each group there 
are a whole bunch of clouds, 
each with a bewildering variety 
of shapes and colors. 

And all have: unusual 
names.Names like nimbostra- 
tus, altocumulus and, my per- 
sonal favorite, the swelling 
cumulus. 

Where did these names come 
from? The man who named the 
clouds was. an Englishman 
named Luke Howard. 

In the early days of the 19th 
century not much was known 
about clouds.Scientists knew 
the clouds were made of water 
but what they. couldn't figure 
out how something made of 
water could float in the air. 
Many scientists thought the 
clouds must.be made of bub- 
bles, since bubbles could float. 

These scientists called clouds 
"essences" floating in the sky. 
They had no other name until 
Luke Howard came along. 

Luke always seemed to have 
his head in the clouds. As a 
youngster, he was more inter- 
ested in the book of Nature 
than Latin, mathematics or the 
Greek classics. He would spend 
hours watching the clouds go 
by. 

By the time he was 20, Luke 
had torn himself away from the 
clouds long enough to earn a 
degree as a biologist. He got a

Having spent a life- 
time watching the clouds, Luke 
was more than ready to talk 
about his favorite subject. 

His paper was calle "On the 


modification of clouds.” In it, he 
classified every cloud, His 
paper was so well 1; ed that 
it was published. 

Today, Luke Heu: ls "On 
the modification sil uds" is 
considered a classic in the his- 
tory of science. We still use the 
basic theme Luke. presented 
that night and we still use the 
Latin names he gave to the 
clouds. 

Altogether, there are 12 
major cloud types found in the 
lower ten miles of the atmos- 
phere. All have names, thanks 
to Luke Howard
